lished their convietion that this department of our work igs of 
sreat strategic importance and should be enlarged without 
delay. The Southern Baptist Convention at its last session put 
itself on record to.the same effect, and unanimously and warin- 
ly recommended to the denomination that contributions be 
doubled for thig object this year, the total amount recom- 
mended being $500,000. The following facts will confirm the 
sound judgment of the convention. 

First—Home Missions have already done great things for 
Southern Baptists, Missionaries of the Home Mission Board 
have made hundreds of thousands of converts, constituted 
thousands of churches, organized thousands of Sunday Schools 
and assisted in establishing the Baptist cause in every State 
capital of the South Save one, and in thousands of country 
places, Every State and almost every community has felt the 
direct or indirect influence of the work and received benefit 
from it. The record for last year, in independent and ¢o- 
“perative work, was in part 18,798 baptisms, 14,207 additions 
'o churches by letter, 27] churches constituted, 309 houses of 
Worship built or improved, 703 Sunday Schools organized. 
These figures do not inelude the untabulated influence of 112. 
4 gospel sermons and addresses and of the exemplary lives 
of 865 godly missionaries.

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CONSTITUTION 


OF THE COLDWATER BAPTIST ASSOCIATION. 





Article 1. This Association shall be called the Coldwater 

Baptist Association, which shall meet annually, 

Article 2. The messengers representing the different 
churches shall, at the opening of the Association, present their 
letters of correspondence, which must state their appointment 
as delegates, together with the number of members in fellow. 
ship, the number baptized, received by letter,- dismissed, ex- 
cluded, restored and died during the year. 

Article 3 Every church belonging to this body shall be 
rotitled to three representatives, until their number exceeds 
fifty members, and for every additional fifty, one more. 

Articl 4. “Churches of this Union failing to represent them-
